Christian Science. “Our ancestors came 
here seeking religious liberty, and I 
think in this more enlightened age we 
should not take a backward step by 
restricting the healing art to any one 
class,” he said. 

Representative John V. Beal of Ran- 
dolph urged that the committee report 


“no legislation necessary” on the regis- 
tration board’s recommendations on the 
ground of serious infringement of per- 
sonal liberty. 

Representative James W. Bean of 
Cambridge said that he not only wished 
to protest against the board’s plan for 
legislation against the Christian Scien- 
tists, but he wanted to tell why this at- 
tempt to abolish this healing art in this 
state came home to him at the present 
time. 

“For the first time in 12 years,” 
Bean said, “my wife today ’is a 
woman, as the result of a single Christian 
Science treatment. She had Christian 
Science treatment after thousands of 
dollars had been expended in medica! 
treatment without obtaining a healing.” 

Attorney Guy A. Ham said he never 
knew that doctors were so incompetent 
as they have shown themselves to be on 
this occasion. He declared it to be his 
belief that the state board of registra- 
tion wanted to restrict the practise of 
medicine to graduates of a few schools. 
including Harvard, Tufts and Boston 
University. 

Representative John G. Brackett of 
Arlington pointed out that the Declara- 
tion of Independence maintained tbat 
“life. liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness” are fundamental principles of a 
true republic.

Representative James F. Eagan of 
Boston said: “As a representative of a 
cosmopolitan community in Boston and 
as a Catholic gentleman, I wish to pro- 
test against this attempt at religious 
persecution. Knowing the persecution 
which was directed against Catholicism, 
I do not want to see this Legislature 
enact measures for persecuting other re- 
ligious denominations. 

“I have found that the Christian 
Scientists are capable of taking care of 
themselves. If thev have found a 
method of healing which they have found 
effectual, they should be allowed to re- 
tain it. This committee should treat 
the Christian Scientists in this matter.as 
impartially as they did the Jews last 
vear when a measure was brought in 
against them and rightfully turned 
down.” 

Representative Charles [L. Underhill 
declared that while he was not a Chris- 
tian Scientist he desired to see them 
have the right to practise their religious 
and healing beliefs. He knew 
work that was being done by Christian 
Scientists and other healers not of the 
regular school and he believed that the 
proposed legislation would be detrimental! 
to the best interests of the common- 
wealth. 

Representative Henry G. Wells of 
Haverhill said that the same persons 
trying to legislate against the Christian 
Scientists tried to put obstacles in the 
way of the homeopathists. 

Representative Henry J. Winslow of 
Cambridge spoke for religious liberty, | 
saving that the registration board’s at- 
bonny to mereete out of existence in 
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well: 


| Massachusetts the Christian Scientists 


was a blow at religious toleration. 
Asked by Representative Flower, 
House chairman of the committee on 
health, if he did not believe that the 
law requiring lawyers to pass the bar 
examinations before they could practise 
was a good one, Mr. Winslow replied 


that law and medicine were two very 
different things. “There is one school of 
law while there are numerous methods 
of practising the healing art,” he said. 
“We have before us in this proposed 
legislation the attempt of one srchool 
of healing to legisiate against another. 

Representative John J. Murphy of 
South Boston, said he was a Catholic by 
religious faith and knew full well of the 
persecutions that had attended members 
of his faith. “I desire to protest, at this 
time, against any legislation which will 
interfere with the rights of people of 
other religions to exercise their religious 
tenets. The principle of religious liberty 
is a fundamental one and I plead for re. 
ligious liberty. 

“As a registered pharmacist, knowing 
something of medicine I think that the 
report of the state board of registration 
is by no means what it ought to be, to

Celery tops and parsley (either fresh 
or dried), sage, summer savory, celery 
salt, thyme, bay leaves, tarragon vine- 
gar, curry powder, cloves, pepper corns, 
clam extract, onion salt, beef extract, 
chili pepper and horse radish sauce. 

Soups, stews, braised meats and pot 
roasts are improved if the flavoring vege- 
tables are first fried and then added to 
the meat.

The game of golf is generally taken up 
by the late beginner at a time when he 
feels that his ability at more strenuous 
forms of sport is deteriorating. He 
chooses golf as a suitable form of out- 


“door exercise and recreation, and one 


evidently of some considerable attrac- 
tion, as 80 many have adopted it and 
keep to it. 

The late beginner retains the playing 
methods of somewhat similar games of 
which he is proficient, and in so doing is 
making an initial mistake which is likely 
to give him much trouble in the future. 

The correct way of playing the game | 


of golf is quite distinct in itself, and | 
this should be realized at the outset. Cer- | 
~ tainly a natural aptitude combined with 


a trained eve is of considerable assis- | 
tance, but, in other respects, experience 
in other forms of sport is of little ad- 
vantage. 

Stiffness of the arms and wrists is the 


most pronounced fault with the beginner. | 


This is not possible in good golf. The 
muscles of the arms must be kept per- 
fectly loose and the wrists flexible in 
practically every stroke in golf, for really 
good results are only to be obtained ip 
this way, 

The arms and wrists do practically all 
the work, and if they are tightened up, 
not only is littl: length possible, but 
alsy it ithe cause of the body

A number of beginners will retain the 
idea that they have something special 
to do in order to raise the ball in the 
air. This is entirely done by the face 
of the club as it meets the ball, and 
according to the angle the club face is 
laid back so will the ball rise; but care 
must be exercised to avoid coming for- 
ward with the arms and body as the ball 
is met, in a similar way to the forward 
stroke at cricket, and so half smother- 
ing the ball. which consequently keeps 
at a low altitude. A somewhat similar 
stroke is used effectively in high-class 
golf, but the beginner can, for the time 
being, ignore it.

Beginners will make the fatal mis- 
take of swaying the body in all direc- 
tions and it is a habit that takes a 
‘deal of correcting.

The club is raised from 
the ground in this manner and is taken 
back a little distance from the ball be- 
fore the arms begin to work. This cor- 
rect movement will considerably assist 
in preventing the body swaying to the 
right, or the way the club is moving in 
'the upstroke, and this is the most com- 
'mon of the swaying faults. 

The feet should keep to the ground as 
‘much as possible. How often one sees 
an indifferent player pivoting on his toes 
both in the up and down strokes. Fin- 
ished golfers do this, it is true, and so 
the tyro tries to imitate them,- but it 
is only experts who can do this success- 
fully.

EXCELLENT RECORD 


For the fiscal vear ended Jan. 31, 1911, 
the National Biscuit Company earned 
8.04 per cent on its $54,040,500 total 
stock outstanding as against 8.54 per 
cent earned on the same amountsof cap- 
ital stock in the previous fiscal year.

The fact is, however. that the 41,.500,- 
O00) expended during the year on new 
plants was charged direct to operating 
expenses and the increase in the book 
value of the plant was written up to 
such a slight extent that it in itself con- 
stituted a depreciation charge. 

One of the features of the report was 
the declaration of an extra dividend of 
2 per cent on the $29,236,000 common 
stock, which earnings and the strong 
eash balance of the company easily 
warranted. This taken in conjunction 
with the unusually large construction 
work forms an excellent record, especi- 
ally when it is considered that since 
formation no new securities have been 
issued. .The result of operations since 
1905 has been:

CONVERTIBLES 
NOT IN FAVOR 
WITH ATCHISON 


NEW YORK—Atchison’s plan to sell 
$18,000,000 414 per cent 50-year mort- 
gage bonds means that it has tabled the 
convertible bond as a method of financ- 
ing. For several years it clung to the 
convertible security when money was 
needed, and the street had come to regard 
the large amount of these bonds out- 
standing as a detriment to market value 
of the common stock. 

The new bonds will be a mortgage on 
the main line from Mojave, Cal., to Nee- 
dies, Ariz., now an integral part of the 
system under name of California, Ari- 
yvona & Santa Fe. This company, al] 
whose stock is held by Atchison, also 
embraces other lines in Arizona and Cali- 
fornia. 

Part of proceeds from new bonds will 
be used for improvements on the Needles- 
Mojave line, which will be double-tracked 
-most of the way. Atchisoun’s traffic, com- 
ing south from San Francisco and north 
from San Diego, bound for the East, con- 
verges on the Needles line at Barstow, 
Cal. Tonnage from Galveston westward, 
going across Texas via Texico-Coleman 
eut-off, recently completed, and the great 
bulk of transportation from Chicago

The profits of American Can 
April 1, 1902, have been $29,969,920, the 
equivalent of 7.4 per cent a vear on the 
preferred stock issued. Of these profits, 
$5,512,824 have been charged off 
April 1, 1904, appropriations for depre- 
ciation and other purposes not being 
clearly given in the reports prior to that 
date. ‘The total balance for dividends 
since April 1, 1902, to the end of 1911 
was $24,457,096 or the equivalent of 6 
per cent a vear on the outstanding pre- 
ferred. The accumulated surplus of the 
company on Dec. 31, 1911, was $7,675,738 
and the accumulated dividends on the 
preferred to about $13,500,000. 

It has been the policy of the company 
to conserve its cash resources with a 
view to enlarging ita working capital, 
and this has resulted in an increase Of 
$4,500,000 in this item in the last five 
years without any increase in capijtaliza- 
tion. The company has no bonds, and the 
preferred stock is a first lien on the 
properties.

CHRISTIANIA, Norway—Owing large-

——" sumed to be representative and capable citt- 
zens. .\ short time ago these commissioners entered into an arrange- 
ment with the Birmingham Light & Power Company whereby that 
corporation was to be given a ten-year contract for lighting the city. 
‘Two of the commissioners favored this contract ; one opposed. Oppo- 
sition arose to the granting of the contract for so long a period. The 
matter went to the referendum. Of 5784 votes cast 5782 were 
against the arrangement. 

Not a question was raised with regard to the honesty of the 
arrangement between the power company and the commission. The 
whole matter hinged upon the opposition aroused by those opposed 
to a ten-vear contract. These were able to poll 2004 more votes than 
those who thought that the commission had made good terms with 
the power company. It was purely a matter of judgment, and the 
claim of the supporters of the referendum is that the majority of 
the people knew better what the contract should be than the majority 
ot the commission elected by them. 

Itere, at least. is opportunity for debate, and debate at the pres- 
ent stage of the commission and referendum movement must be 
instructive and wholesome. It should be carried on without preju- 
dice and avithout passion, Commission government is on trial in 
the United States. The action of Birmingham and of other cities in 
questioning its soundness after adopting it proves this to be the case. 
In this instance, and in others, the people set up a system of govern- 
ment, devise a scheme for upsetting its operation, and proceed to 
upset it at the first opportunity. The question naturally arises, If 
the people nustrust and reverse themselves in the first place, what 
euarantee have they that they are right in the second place? * This 
isa question for the debaters to answer. The reversal of the com- 
nussioners decision is pronounced a simple “matter of business” by 
a Mobile newspaper that is commenting favorably on the referendum. 
But it will be held on the other side that a private corporation would 
not think it a simple matter of business to elect a board of directors 
and then discountenance the acts ot that board. Some may go so 
far as to say that this would not be business at all. simple or complex. 

But let the debate proceed. Now is the time to thresh out this 
subject. If it is true that, in Birmingham or elsewhere, 5784 persons 
can decide a purely business proposition better than three persons 
chosen because of their peculiar qualifications, then the representative 
system of government may begin to suspect that it has outlived its 
usefulness.

Teachers to the home has been up tor discussion once 
and more, this tmme im New York.

teachers who took sides with those holding 
that parents were disposed to throw too much 
ol the responsibility on the teachers spoke of 
classes in the metropohs that cannot be 
reduced below fifty, a statement which in 
itself shows how difhcult, 1f not impossible, it is to come to any 
eeneral conclusions with regard to this matter. In New York city. 
as in most of the populous and rapidly growing cities of the United 
States, even with the great increases made in the teaching corps of 
late, it is out of the question that pupils shall have individual atten- 
tion. Perhaps this might be possible if the studies were not so 
numerous and pressing. On the other hand, the studies are numer- 
ous and pressing because the school boards are forced to seek the 
vreatest good tor the greatest number. With thousands of children 
m the large cities, it 1s a question of instruction coming to them 
quickly or not at all. ° 

One of the.poimts brought out was that “the schools have too 
many trills and jads; they are trying to take the place of the home.” 
some will regard this rather as a recommendation of the prevailing 
system, in view of the inability of a verv large number of the homes 
to perform their full functions. If there is crowding upon the atten- 
tion and tine of the teachers, there 1s also crowding upon the atten- 
tion and time of the parents. This is true especially of the congested 
districts in the great cities. In the struggle for existence fathers 
and mothers find little opportunity for supplementing the work of the 
schools. In numerous cases they think themselves fortunate if they 
can keep their little ones in the schools Jong enough for them to 
acquire at least the rudiments of an education. ‘They have their 
own problems, and, moreover, they have a large faith in the sclrools. 
end, without any intention of shitting responsibility, they are willing 
that in this respect, at least, paternalism shall have full swing. 3 

Now, conclusions drawn from public school experiences in 
New York, Ghicago, Philadelphia or Boston would not apply to San 
Francisco, St. Louis, New Orleans or Cleveland, and mucli Jess to 
Denver, Kansas City, Detroit or Atlanta. There are many and seri- 
eus local problems in public education. Most of them are being 
solved. There is no cause for pessimism on this score, even if in 
certain localities and under certain conditions the need for wNprove- 
ment in the system seems acute. ‘Teachers and parents alike are too 
otten compelled to work overtime. This, it will be found soon. if 
it has not been discovered already, is not due so much to the increas- 
ing volume of work worthy of serious attention as it is to the need— 
and one which will be met—of a better method of performing it. 
There is too much rush all around, and a rational, systematic division 
of time and distribution of labor must come to relieve not only the 
parent and the teachers, but workers in every department of activity.

It APPEARS that one of the first things a young man should do

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HAVING recently enlarged its membership, 
altered and bettered its house, and developed 
its soclal and educational agencies, the Bos- 
ton- Art Club is now proceeding with another 
venture that implies larger good for the com- 
munity. Boston now falls far below some 
younger, much smaller and less wealthy cities 
in the quality of its annual art exhibitions. 
It has not kept pace with tts earlv rival, 
Philadelphia. It is inferior to Pittsburgh, 
Chicago and Buffalo in the inducements it offers to local and foreign 
artists to display their best work. So far as a city can be served 
hy a general myseum of fine arts Boston is without ground for 
complaint; but, as Director Fairbanks of the Museum of Fine Arts 
said at the art club conference the other evening, there are distinct 
mutations to a general museum's service no matter how ample its 
resources and how well intentioned its director and his aides. 

The museum needs to be supplemented by a strong organization 
of artists, with a club home suitable for exhibits and for social 
functions such as a museum cannot furnish. Such a club, in turn. 
needs ample financial backing in the form of a permanent fund, the 
income of which can be used each vear for promotion of the fuller 
artistic lite of the community and as a source of prizes and awards 
to exhibiting artists, local and foreign.- 

A trust fund set apart for these and sinular ends the Boston 
Art Club needs to round out its financial and professional capital. 
An appeal to the public w-behali of such a tund has just been issued 
It may well be heard and answered by all persons who in any wav 
look upon themselves as stewards of wealth held tor pr ynotion of

As a 
matter of fact, no prodding is necessary tor Secretary Fisher or any 
other well-informed man in Washington. Tew of the European 
diplomats have failed to take the trip. Protessional duty demands 
that their home governments should be intormed fully as to an 
epoch-marking modification of oceanic business and naval policies. 
Publicists and captains of commerce from [urope and emissaries 
from Japan have been on the ground ot late with significant ends in 
view that will transform history of nations remote from the zone. 
Thither also are steadily drawn men like Baden-Powell, who like to 
see the wars of human achievement in which the arms of conquest 
are not guns, but dredges, and the foes to be conquered all the factors 
that hitherto have made tropical countries difficult ground for ‘white 
men carrying out engineering projects. There is no military com- 
mander living who has any such victory to his credit, using twenti- 
eth century standards of appraisal, as the victory of Colonel Goethals. 


s,ALTIMORE tor many years was the great 
oyster center of the United States. Ovster 
cans bearing the Baltimore imprint, indented 
or embossed, are still being unearthed 1n the 
sites of the abandoned placer mine and 
Pacific railroad towns of the tar West. Bal- 
timore oysters used to cheer the voyager 
round the Horn; they played no small part 
in the development of the Puget sound region 
and in the opening of the Klondike, Alaska. . 
Kven at so late a day as marked the emergence of Oklahoma, the 
Baltimore ovster was a factor in the social and political life of an 
expanding people. In those times the waterfront of Baltimore was 
fringed, so to speak, with Chesapeake oyster craft, and the commerce 
in the bivalve called for the employment of great numbers of people 
afloat and ashore. All this was due to the fact that Baltimore was 
contiguous to natural oyster bars that yielded 14,000,000 bushels 
per annum. 

Now these bars yield only about 4,000,000 bushels per annum, 
and the oyster packing business of Baltimore is insignificant com- 
pared with what it used to be. The oystermen and the oyster 
packers and dealers have moved nearer the sources of fresh supply. 
in order to do this they have becoine somewhat scattered. But Balti- 
more, in looking about her with the view of discovering how her 
industries might be strengthened and increased, has practically 
decided that the Natural oyster beds can be replenished by planting 
shells. ‘The only obstacle in the way of experimentation along this 
line comes from people who say it cannot be done,. yet those who 
believe it can be done are not only optimistic, but determined, and the 
probabilities are that Baltimore will be engaged before very long in 
an earnest and intelligent effort to rehabilitate a practically exhausted 
natural resource and to restore a rapidly declining industry. 

Perhaps one of the most pleasing features of the whole matter 
is that presented by Baltimore's attitude toward the various pro- 
posals that are being made. In brief it is this: That the oyster trade 
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of the city is plainly in a bad way; that there is really no good reason 
why it should be in a bad way, because Chesapeake bay, the natural 
home of the oyster, is still there. possessing as fully as it ever did 
food upon which the bivalves might prosper; and that if anyboch 
thinks he knows ot dll¥V Way 11) which the oyster mav be successfullv 
propagated and the oyster trade restored, the thing to do with that 
person is to listen to him, give him a chance to prove his theory and 
encourage him in every way possible. Can there be any doubt of 
saltrmore’s ultimate Success in solving this and other of her prob- 
lems by following such a policy? There may be doubters, of course. 
but where a whole community is inspired by the desire and the deter- 
mination to go ahead doubters count for little. 
RECOGNIZED for its food value in all parts 
ot the United States, the banana increasingly 
occupies the attention of the agriculturist 
who seeks out such land as is best suited for 
its cultivation. Mexico has not heretofore 
been identified to any considerable extent 
with the banana industry, but in the gulf 
coast region of the republic, on the Cotchapa 
river, state ot Vera Cruz. more than 500 
\mericans have become interested in banana 

raising on a tract comprising 10,000 acres, and while not many of 
those concerned in the development of the property are on the ground 
it speaks well tor the confidence of those in question that they have 
sought out these Mexican opportunities. 

This company, which virtually or'ginated banana cultivation in 
the southern section of Mexico, has now extended its operations 
southward to the isthmus of Tehuantepec. The location there should 
be ideal, not only because of the known fertility of the soil, but 
because of the excellent shipping facilities that exist in that vicinity. 
lt is one thing to raise bananas and another thing to bring them to 
market quickly and since the isthmus affords good outlets to either 
the Atlantic or the Pacific coast, it seems a fair conclusion that 
nothing could better suit the success of the industry. 

The Tehuantepec district of 25,000 acres has the added advan- 
tage that the rivers are navigable to fruit steamers the vear round. 
\Vhile it may at first appear as 1f a more northerly section of Mexico 
would have furnished’ a much nearer outlet to the great markets tor 
lananas in the United States, when the situation is studied more 
closely it will be seen that in an almost straight line across the gulf, 
to either Galveston or New Orleans, cargoes can reach their destina- 
lt is assuredly a sign of increased cordiality

The South is now about to try the Rock Hill plan. It gets its 
name from the home of its author, J. G. Anderson of Rock Hill, 5S. C. 
‘he plan is simplicity itself. In each of the cotton states a superim- 
tendent is chosen. He is empowered to designate a committee in 
cach county, consisting of a merchant, a banker and a farmer. These 
are to be representative citizens. This committee raises funds tor 
operation and makes a thorough canvass of the county. pledging each 
individual farmer to such a reduction of cotton acreage as may be 
deemed escential. ‘The county committees report to the state superin- 
tendent and the superintendents of all the states mm the cotton belt 
work in harmony. It will be known in every neighborhood, of 
course, what acreage each individual farmer 1s pledged to. and the 
moral influence of the community will compel a pretty strict 
observance. With such an organization it ought to be possible to 
keep the cotton production in the South down to the actual needs of 
the market. 

There is another phase of the matter equally commendable. 
Under the Rock Hill plan the individual farmer will not only be 
pledged to keep within a certain limit in cotton planting, but he will 
be encouraged to raise crops necessary to the feeding ot the section. 
Not the least of the needs of the South agriculturally is greater 
production of foodstutts. Jecause of the attention and acreage given 
to cotton the very things that it needs in its daily lite must be brought 
iit from other parts of the country. Cutting down the cotton acreage 
will increase the acreage given over to crops of a diversified character 
and will mean the saving of many millions annually to the South. 
The Rock Hill plan will fix responsibility upon the individual farmer 
who already has known’ ot the need of reducing the cotton acreages 
but has felt that what he might do or leave undone would not count. 
It will mean the organization of the common sense of the South.
